Question 17 was called. “Are all the preachers blameless in 
their life and administration?” The names of W. W. Watts, E. L. 
Shettles, G. W- Davis, L. J. Power, C. T. Tally, C. B. Garrett, C. U. 
McLarty, J. E. Morgan, E. L. Ingrum and H. H. McCain were called 
and their characters passed. 

Question 2 was called, “Who remain on trial?” (See Condensed 
minutes.) The names of Ira J. Waldron and Joseph M. Connally 
were called, their characters passed, but not having been before the 
committee of examination on the course of study, they' were con- 
tinued in the class of the first year. 

Question. 13 was called, “What traveling preachers and what lo- 
cal preachers have been elected deacons?” (See condensed minutes.) 
The names of Henry Benson Bailey, Emmett Hardin McKenzie, 
Richard Brown Moon and King Vivian were called, their characters 
passed, they had passed approved examinations in the course of 
study and were advanced to the class of the third year. They were 
already in Deacons’ orders. The name of Wm. Fletcher Thresto 
was called, his character passed, but not having been before the com- 
mittee of examination on the course of study, he was continued in 
the class of the second year. The name of J. E. Majors was called, 
his Presiding Elder, J. E. Morgan stated that during the year Brother 
Majors had become so involved in debt that he had felt it necessary 
to retire from the ministry of our church, and that he had surren- 
dered his license to preach. His character was passed, and on mo- 
tion he was discontinued. 

The name of Enoch Vannie Tunnell was called. He has been 
a local preacher for four years, and has served one year on trial 
in the traveling connection, and was therefore eligible to deacon’s 
orders. Having passed the examination on the course of study, he 
was elected to deacon’s orders, as a local preacher.

Question 4 was called, “Who are admitted into full connection?”

Avery, Jr., Clinton 
Leon Williams, Henry Benson Dailey, Wesley Williams Hardt, Em- 
mett Hardin McKenzie, Jessie Lloyd Willis, Wm. Moulton Anderson, 
Richard Brown Mcon and King Vivian were called and these brethren 
presented themselves at the bar of the conference. These brethren 
were duly recommended by the Committee on Admissions. The 
Bishop propounded to them the disciplinary questions, and these be- 
ing responded to affirmatively by them, a vote was taken and they 
were admitted into full connection, after being addressed by the 
Bishop. 

A motion prevailed that the conference proceed at once to the 
election of 7 clerical and 7 lay delegates to the General Confrence, 
the first ballot to be sealed and left in the hands of the Conference 
until tomorrow morning, the tellers then to canvass the same and to 
make their report. The following were elected tellers: Clerical, E. 

J. Harris, J. T. Buttrill, J. C. Carr and N. H. Melbert. The secre- 
taries tc serve with them, J. L. Red and J. H- Carlin. Lay: Joe 
M. Green and J. J. Bolton, with D. S. Hotchkiss as secretary. The 
ballot was taken, sealed and delivered to the secretary. 

Question 17 was called. The name of Weems Wootten was 
called. He made a brief statement and then requested that his name 
be referred to the Committee on Conference Relations for the su- 
perannuate relation. R. W. Adams made some remarks of appre- 
ciation of Brother Wootten’s long and faithful service, and requested 
the brethren to make a financial offering and a generous response 
was made thereto. The name of W. T. McDonald was called, and 
at his request his name was referred to the same committee for 
the superannuate relation. The name of W- J. Land was called 
and on motion of his presiding elder, C. T. Tally, it was referred 
to the committee for the superannuate relation. 

Under the call of Question 17, the name of T. R. Morehead 
was called, and it was reported by W. W. Watts, his presiding elder, 
that during the year rumors affecting his moral character had arisen, 
and that a committee of investigation had been appointed, and that 
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the said committee had reported no trial was necessary. On motion 
of E. L. Shettles, who stated that new evidence had appeared in the 
case, a new committee of invstigation was ordered, and the Bishop 
appointed W. F. Bryan, S. W. Thomas and P. R. White as said 
committee. 

Question 15 was called, “What traveling preachers, and what 
local preachers have been elected elders?” (See condensed minutes.) 
The name of Thomas Wm- St. John was called, but not having been 
bfore the committee of examination, he was continued in the class 
of the fourth year. 

D. H. Hotchkiss moved the suspension of the standing rule, 
whereby the Conference Treasurer is directed to close his books on 
the third day of the Conference at noon, and that he be instructed 
to close them tomorrow afternoon at six o’clock, and the motion 
prevailed. 

Various announcements were made, after which the Bishop in- 
troduced to the conference the following visiting brethren:

The Wisdom sisters were introduced and sang the old hymn, 
“Amazing Grace, How Sweet the Sound.” 

Dr. H. C. Morrison was introduced and brought to the Conference 
a message, based on Matthew 5:4, “Blessed are they which do hun- 
ger and thirst after righteousness,” after which the doxology wa3 
sung, and the Conference adjourned, Dr. Morrison pronouncing the 
benediction. 

SECOND DAY— FRIDAY, Nov. 18, 1921 

The conference opened at 9 o’clock A. M., Bishop Ainsworth in 
the chair. 

A portion of a hymn w T as sung, after which the Bishop an- 
nounced hymn No. 137, beginning, “How sweet the name of Jesus 
sounds,” which was sung and L. B. Elrod led in prayer. The Bishop 
read the 55th chapter of Isaiah. 
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The minutes of the session of yesterday were read, amended 
and then approved- 

The roll of the absentees of yesterday was called and six clerical 
and seven lay members answered to their names as follows; Cleii- 
cal: L. F. Brothers, C. E. Clark, E. L. Edgar, R. E. Ledbetter, W. T. 
McDonald, J. L. Ross. Lay: A. L. Brooks, F. C. Brandt, E. L. Cul- 
lum, M. L. Lefier, M. E. Dorsey, Dr. W. C. Windham, A. W. Bulay. 

On motion the further calling of the roll at this session was 
ordered omitted. 

A communication for the Bible Board was announced. 

Question 1 was called, “Who are admitted on trial ? Tho 
recommendations of Hugh Isbell, Beaumont District, Joe Z. Tower, 
Beaumont District, Irwin Jackson, Houston District, Clarence Clif- 
ford Norton, Jacksonville District, James Henry Malone, Jackson- 
ville District, Wm. Henry Pitman, Jacksonville District; J. M. Lewis, . 
Texarkana District, H. T. Morgan, Marshall District, Bruce 0. Power, 
Tyler District, were presented, and it appearing that they had been 
duly recommended by their respective District Conferences, and 
that they were further recommended by the committees of exam- 
ination and admissions, a vote was taken in each case and each was 
admitted on trial. The names of James Ernest House, Marlin Dis- 
trict, Fete W. Norwood, Navasota District, James Leon McAdams, 
Navasota District, Cleveland A. Mangham, Marshall District, Robert 
Franklin Stewart, Timpson District were presented, they were duly 
recommended by their respective District Conferences, and they were 
further recommended by the Committees of Examination and Admis- 
sions, but not being able to meet the educational requirements, a 
two-thirds majority vote was needed to admit them. A vote was then 
taken and they were admitted by the necessary number. 

The name of Hal T. Cunningham, recommended by the San An- 
tonio District Conference, was presented. He was approved by the 
Committee of Examination on the required studies, but was not 
recommended by the Committee on Admissions. Some discussion 
arose, whereupon W. F. Davis moved that the case be referred to the 
Committee on Admissions for further investigation and report, and 
the motion prevailed. 

The name of G. C. Childress, recommended by the Texarkana 
District, was presented; he was favorably reported on by the two 
committees of examination and admissions, but could not meet the 
educational requirement. A vote was taken, but there was not 
found a two-thirds majority, and he was not admitted. On motion 
of E. L. Ingrum permission was granted to use Brother Childress 
as a supply, if it be so desired. 

The results of the ballot for the election of delegates to the 
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General Conference were announced. For clrical delegate 190 votes 
had teen cast; 96 were necessary to elect. J. W. Mills received 101; 

' . W. F. Bryan 98; and R. W. Adams 98, and they were elected. For 

Lay Delegates 41 votes were cast, making 21 necessary to elect. W. 
L- Dean received 28 and he was declared elected. The clerical mem- 
bers prepared a ballot for four and the lay members a ballot for 
six delegates, and the tellers retired to count. 

*’ Question 17 was recalled and the names of the brethren on the 

Superannuate list were called as follows: B. R. Bolton, T. S. Willi- 

ford, Gus Garrison, G. H. Phair, H. T. Hart, T. R. Cain, J. A. Moody,

F. Pace, and their characteis passed. A few of these brethren were 
present and they spoke some words to the Conference, and then the 
Bishop addressed them briefly in appreciative terms for their lives 
and service to the church. A part of the hymn “How firm a founda- 
tion” was sung and many brethren forged forward to shake hands 

' with these biethren of the honor list. On motion the names of all 
were referred to the committee on cenfernce relations for superannu- 
ate relation. The names of R. A. Burroughs, I. J. Coppedge, A. S. 
Whitehurst, W. W. Graham and O. T. Hotchkiss were called and it 
being announced that they had died during the year, their names 
were referred to the committee on memoirs. The name of W. J. Land 
was called, his character passed and on motion of H. H. McCain was 
referred for the Superannuate Relation. 

The names of G. L. Taylor, C. J. Atkinson, and L. H. Bradford 
were called, their characters passed and on motion they were re- 
ferred to the Committee on Conference Relations for the Super- 
numerary Relation. When the name of Leo Hopkins, who was on 
the supernumerary list, was called, J. E. Morgan, his Presiding Elder, 
stated that he had a written request from Brother Hopkins that he 
be granted a location, and on motion the said request was granted* 

The results of the second ballot for delegates to the General 
Conference were announced. For clerical delegates 190 ballots had 
ben cast, requiring 96 to elect. C. T. Tally received 113 votes, and 
he was declared elected. For Lay delegate 44 ballots had been 
cast, requiring 23 to elect. R. M. Kelly received 24, and Mrs. J. W. 
Mills received 23 votes, and they were declared elected. A third 
ballot was taken, the clerical to elect three delegates, and the Lay 
to elect four. 



Dr. W. B. Beauchamp, Director General of the Centenary Move- 
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ment, was introduced, and addressed the Conference on that great 
cause. 

Dr. A. C. Millar, Editor of the Arkansas Advocate, was pre- 
sented, and spoke on behalf of the Commission on the Western As- 
sembly, submitting their report as addressed to the several confer- 
nces interested in the movement. It was moved and seconded to 
adopt the resolution contained therein. W. F. Bryan moved, as a 
substitute, that the matter be referred to a special committee of 
three, and it was so ordered. D .H. Hotchkiss, E- W. Solomon and 
S. R. Hay were appointed as said committee. 

The results of the third ballot for delegate to General Confer- 
ence were announced. For clerical 165 votes had been cast, requii- 
ing 83 to elect. S. R. Hay had received 83 votes, and he was de- 
clared elected. For Lay Delegates 43 votes had been cast, re- 
quiring 22 to elect. There was no election. A fourth ballot was 
taken, the Clerical to elect two delegates, and the Lay to elect 
four- A motion prevailed that the ballot being taken should be 
sealed, and kept until 8 o’clock tomorrow morning, and then be 
counted. 

W. T. Renfro moved to reconsider the action by which the 
Conference ordered the delay until tomorrow morning of the ballot 
just taken and the motion prevailed. 

C. U. McLarty moved that the time of the session be suffi- 
ciently extended, after Dr. Morrison’s address, to hear the results 
of the ballot, and it was adopted. 

E. L. Ingrum moved that the Committee on Public Worship be 
requested to assign to Dr. Norrison as many hours of public wor- 
ship as might be practicable, and it was so ordered.

The Misses Wisdom came forward, and sang “Children of the 
Heavenly King.” 
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Dr. H. C. Morrison was presented and gave to the Conference 
another great message, using Hebrews 10:11 as his text. 

The report of the tellers of the fourth ballot for delegates lo 
General Conference was as follows: Total votes cast for Clerical, 
145. Necessary to a choice, 73. L. B. Elrod and James Kilgore 
received 88 votes each, and were declared elected, completing the 
election of Clerical delegates. For Lay Delegate 38 votes were 
cast, requiring LO to elect. T. E. Acker received 26 and Miss Althea 
Jones 22, and they were elected. A fifth ballot for two lay dele- 
gates was taken and was ordered to be sealed and held for count- 
ing tomorrow morning. A motion prevailed that two alternate 
Clerical and two alternate Lay delegates be elected. A ballot was 
then taken, for two alternate clerical delegates and by order of the 
Conference was sealed and held for counting tomorrow morning. 

The session then closed, S. W. Thomas pronouncing the bene- 
diction. 

THIRD DAY— SATURDAY, NOV. 19, 1921 
Morning Session 

The Conference was called to order by Bishop Aainsworth at 
9 A. M. o’clock. 

Hymn No- 332, beginning “Thou my everlasting portion,” was 
announced and sung, after which C. Pugsley offered prayer. Led 
by the Bishop the 27th Psalm was read . responsively. 

The minutes of the sessions of yesterday were read, cor- 
rected and approved. 

The result of the first ballot for Alternate Clerical delegates 
to the General Conference was announced. On hundred and forty- 
nine ballots had been cast, requiring 75 to elect. J. E. Morgan 
received 79 votes, and was declared elected. A second ballot was 
taken for the election of one alternate clerical delgate, and the 
tellers retired to count the same. The count of the fifth ballot for 
Lay delegates was announced. Thirty-nine votes had been cast, 
making 20 necessary for a choice. J. W. Torbett had received the 
required number and he was declared elected. The sixth ballot was 
taken, and the tellers retired to count the same* 

A. A. Wagnon made some announcements concerning the pub- 
lished biography of Dr. J. H. McLean and secured subscriptions 
for a number of copies of same. 

The presence of Judge Dan Waker, Lay delegate from Beau- 
mont District, was noted. 

Question 15 was called, “W'hat traveling and what local preach- 
ers are elected elders?” The name of Daniel E. Sneller was called, 
his character passed, and being favorably reported by the committee 
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of examination on the course of study, the vote was taken, and he 
was elected to Elder’s orders. 

The name of Ben O. Hill was called. His character passed, 
but not having been before the committee for examination on the 
course of study, he was continued in the class of the fourth year. 

The names of Irvin Talmage Andrews and Richard Egbert Con- 
nell, of the Beaumont District, now in the itinerant ranks, but not 
having served the required length of time as local deacons, and 
met other requirements, were elected to Elder’s Orders as local 

preacher. 

Question 13 was called, “What traveling and what local preach- 
ers are elected deacons?” The names of Clarence Walker Lokey, 
of the Beaumont District, now a traveling preacher, but who has 
been a local preacher the required four years; and of Pete W. Nor- 
wood, of the Navasota District, Virgil Elbert- Huddleston and Wil- 
liam Robert Crawford, of the Brenham District; were presented, 
and it appearing that all were duly recommended by their respective 
District Conferences, votes were taken in each case, and each was 



elected to Deacon’s Orders as local preachers. 

C. U. McLarty stated that some confusion had arisen concerning 
the * membership of the Conference Commission on Finance, and 
moved therefore that said Commission be now vacated, and the mo- 
tion prevailed. C. U. McLarty then nominated for the Presiding 
Elders the Commission on Finance, and they were confirmed: L. B. 
Elrod, H. K. Moreahead, S. S. McKenney, C. F. Smith, H. W. Knicker- 
bocker, J. D. Campbell, W. M. Stone, Mose Hutchinson, E. A. Berry, 



T. E. Acker. 

After a brief statement concerning his years of service as an 
itinerant preacher, E. L. Shettles requested the reference of his 
name to the Committee on Conference Relations for the superan- 
nuate relation, and his request was granted. Under a question of 
special privilege, C. T. Tally made some appreciative remarks con- 
cerning Brother Shettles. 

The committee of investigation in the case of T. R. Morehead, 
reported a trial necessary, and appointed W. F. Davis to represent 
the church in the conduct of the trial- At a later time in the ses- 
sion, the Bishop appointed the following committee of trial: V. A. 

Godbey, Chairman; W. F. Andrews, J. C. Carr, J. F. Carter, J. F. Gar- 
rett, J. M. Gordon, E. J. Harris, R. S. Marshall, J L. Ross, J. E. 
Buttrill, C. Pugsley, B. C. Anderson, G. H. Collins, and J. D. Dorsey. 

C. B. Garrett moved the reconsideration of the vote whereby ths 
conference yesterday refused to admit on trial G- C. Childress', recom- 
mended by the Texarkana District Conference, and the motion pre- 
vailed. Question 1 was then recalled, “Who are admitted on trial?” 
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and it was moved that G. C. Childress be admitted. Not meeting the 
educational qualifications, it required a two-thirds majority vote, and 
the vote being put, he received a unanimous vote and was admitted 

The name of Horace M. King, recommended by the Licensing 
Committee of the Marlin District Conference was presented. Being 
favorably reported on by the committees of examination and admis- 
sions, a vote was taken and he was admitted. 

Question 7 was called, ’’Who are received as traveling preachers 
from other churches?” Answer: No one. 

Question 5 was called, “Who are readmitted?” The name of 
William Augustus Thomas, recommended by the Tyler District Con- 
ference, was presented, and after due representation was made, 
a vote was taken and he was readmitted. 

The result of the sixth ballot for Lay delegate was announced. 
Thiity-two votes had teen cast, but no one was elected. A further 
ballot was taken and the tellers retired to count same. The second 
ballot for Alternate Clerical delegates was announced. One hun- 
dred and thirty-six botes were cast and there was no election. An- 
other ballot was taken, and the tellers retired to count the same* 

Question 17 was recalled. The name of J. W. Treadwell was 
called, his character passed, and by his request and on motion of 
C. U. McLarty his name was referred to the committee on Confer- 
ence Relations for the supernumerary relation. The names of the 
preachers of the Beaumont, Brenham and Houston Districts were 
called and their characters passed. 

The count of the sebenth ballot for election of the remaining 
Lay delegates was announced. Thirty-five votes had been cast. 
There was no election. A further ballot was taken and the tellers 
retired to count same. The third ballot for the last alternate Clerical 
delegate was announced. One hundred and sixty-three votes had 
been cast, but there was no election. Another ballot was taken, 
and the tellers proceeded to count the same. 

The report of the Orphanage Board was read by I. B* Manly, 
Secretary. Pending its adoption, W. F. Barnett, of the Home, ad- 
dressed the conference. S. W. Thomas moved to amend the report 
by striking out the paragraph instructing the collection for the 
Home be sent direct to the manager at Waco, and the motion pre- 
vailed. The report as amended was then adopted. 

The results of the eighth ballot for Lay delegate was then an- 
nounced. Thirty-four votes had been cast, requiring 18 to elect. Dr. 
W. C. Windham had received 21 votes, and was elected, completing 
the election of Lay delegates. For Clerical alternate the count of 
the fourth ballot showed 144 votes cast, requiring 73 to elect* D. 
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H. Hotchkiss received 92, and was elected, completing the election 
of clerical delegates. 

A resolution signed by J. T. Smith and others, concerning the 
use of the American Revision of the Scriptures on the Sunday School 
lessons, as proposed by our Sunday School Editors, was adopted. 
(See report). 

Question 6 was called, a W'ho are received by transfer from other 
Conferences?” and the Bishop announced the transfer of B. M. Cal- 
loway, an Elder from the Central Texas Conference. The brother 
was presented, made some remarks to the Conference, and at his 
request he was granted a location. C. T. Tally requested a con- 
tribution for the benefit of Brother Calloway, and the same being 
taken, $117 was given for that purpose. 

R. W. Adams read the report of the Commissioners of the Hos- 
pital work- Pending it’s adoption, Dr. Adams, Judge W. L. Dean, 
John E. Green, S. R. Hay and Bishop Ainsworth addressed the con- 
ference, after which the report was adopted. 

The report of the tellers for the first ballot for alternate Lay 
delegate showed 31 votes to have been cast, with 16 necessary to a 
choice, and that R. G. Boger had received 18 and was elected. An- 
other ballot was taken and the tellers proceeded to count same. 

It was moved by James Kilgore that when we adjourn, it be to 
meet at 7:30 P. M., to hold a session in the interest of the work of 
Christian Education, and the motion prevailed. The Bishop appointed 
Dr. J. Kilgore to preside at the session just ordered. 

The committee on Public Worship announced that Dr. Morrison 
would preach at 3 o'clock this afternoon and also made announce- 
ments for the various services tomorrow, at the different churches 
in the city- 

On motion of D. H. Hotchkiss a Memorial Session was ordered 
for 3 o’clock tomorrow afternoon and the Bishop appointed G. W^. 
Riley Chairman of the Committee on Memoirs, to preside at said 

session. * . ■ , 

The following visiting brethren were introduced to the confer- 
ence: - 

Dr. R. H. Bennett, of the Corresponding School. 

Dr. J. W. Torbett, Chairman Board of Directors, Methodist Or- 
phanage. 

Professor R. G. Boger, President Alexander College- 

Rev. W. W. Holmes, from the Louisiana Conference. 

Rev. C. A. Battle, from the Louisiana Conference. 

Rev. W. H. Crawford, Central Texas Conference. 

Question 15 was called. The name of J- L. McAdams, who had 
been received as a local preacher from the Church of Christ, was pre- 
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sented, and it appearing that he was duly recommended by the Nava- 
sota District Conference for the recognition of his orders as an elder, 
and certified his belief in our doctrines and polity, and of his wil- 
lingness to assume our vows of ordination without the reimposition 
of hands. A vote was then taken and he was granted recognition 
of his elder’s orders; it being further required that he shall be present 
at the ordination of Elders, and there to assume our vows. 

The second ballot for the election of a Lay Alternate delegate 
showed 32 votes to have been cast. There was no election. The 
Bishop instructed that in the beginning of the evening session a 
further ballot be taken by our Lay brethren for the election of an 
alternate delegate. 

The Misses Wisdom were brought forward and sang, “How 
Sweet the name of Jesus sounds,” after which Dr. Morrison spoke to 
the conference from the texts Matthew 5: 13, 14, 16. 

The conference then adjourned, with the benediction by Dr. 
Morrison. 

Evening Session 

Pursuant to its order, the Conference met at 7:30 oc’lock, Dr. 
James Kigore in the chair. 

Hymn No. 332, beginning, “My faith looks up to Thee,” was 
sung, after which prayer was offered by J. L. Massey- 

The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

The report of the Board of Education was read by H. M. Tim- 
mons. Pending it’s adoption, Dr. Ed F, Cook, assistant Secretary 
of Education, Dr. R. H. Bennett, Secretary of the Department of 
Ministerial Supply and Training, and W. F. Bryan addressed the 
Conference, after which the vote was taken and the report was 
adopted. 

On motion the Conference then adjourned, W. W. Horner pro- 
nouncing the benediction. 

FOURTH DAY— SUNDAY, NOV- 20, 1921 
Memorial Session. 

In accordance with it’s order, the Conference met at 3 P. M., 

G. W. Riley in the chair by appointment of the Bishop. 

Hymn No. 697, “Servants of God, well done,” was sung, and C. 

T. Tally led in prayer. 

Question No. 11 was called, “What preachers have died during 
the past year?” and answered as follows: O. T- Hotchkiss, R. A. 

Burroughs, W. W. Graham, A. S. Whitehurst, and I. J. Coppedge. - 
The Committee on Memoirs presented papers on the lives and ser- 
vice of these brethren, and of Bishop Walter Lambuth, who died 
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recently; and like papers concerning Mrs. E. Z. Godbey, wife of Rev. 

V. A. Godbey, Mrs. Bettie Crouse and Mrs- John S. Mathis, widows 
of deceased members of this conference, and one of Brother J. S. 
Watson, often times a lay member of our conference, and a mem- 
ber-elect of this session, who had died during the year. 

C. T. Tally read the memoirs of 0. T. Hotchkiss arid R. A. Bur- 
roughs. C. F- Smith read the memoir of A. S. Whitehurst, Weems 
Wootten that of W. W. Graham and G. W. Riley those of Bishop 

W. R. Lambuth, Rev. I. J. Coppedge and Mrs. Bettie Crouse. The 
memoir of Mrs. Godbey was read by L. J. Power and that of Mrs. 
Mathis by J. T. Smith, and that of Brother J. S. Watson by H. H. 
McCain. 

Following the reading of these memoirs there were many who 
spoke tender and appreciative words concerning their ascended breth- 
ren and companions. A part of the song, “In the sweet bye and bye” 
was sung, and the Conference adjourned, W. H. Vance pronouncing 

the benediction. 

FIFTH DAY— MONDAY, NOV. 21, 1921 
Morning Session 

Conference met at 9 o’clock A. M., the Bishop in the chair. 

A hymn was sung and A. T. Walker led in prayer. 

The minutes of the Saturday evening session jmd the memorial 
session of Sunday afternoon were read and approved. 

A ballot was taken for the election of the remaining alternate 
lay delegates, which resulted in no election. Another ballot was 
then taken and tellers retired to count same. 

C. U. McLarty moved a reconsideration of the action whereby 
the Conference referred the name of J. W. Treadwell for the super- 
numerary relation, and the motion prevailed. By this action h.s 
name was left on the effective list- 

The Bishop announced receipt of a telegram from Bishop W. 
A. Candler, Chairman of the Commission on the erection of our Rep- 
resentative Church at Washington, D. C., calling attention to the 
fact that of the original $5000 there remained some $3000 unpaid. 
The Bishop asked the pleasure of the conference in the matter and 
E. L. Ingrum moved that the case be referred to the Board of Church 

Extension and the motion prevailed. 

Bishop Ainsworth stated that no report of a vote of the Confer- 
ence, which was had at a former session on the proposed change 
of the 23rd Article of Religion had reached the official headquarters. 
He submitted the matter again, and it was found that there were 
126 members present and voting, and that all voted in favor of the 
proposed change. 
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The Bishop announced that attention had been called to the fact 
that Brothers Irvin T. Andrews and Richard Egbert Connell, who 
on Saturday had been elected to Elder’s Orders as local preachers, 
had not served the required length of time since their ordination 
as local deacons, and on motiop the action by which the were elected 
was rescinded. 

Question 17 was lecalled and the names of the preachers of the 
Jacksonville, Marlin, Marshall Navasota and Texarkana Districts 
were called and their characters passed. 

The report of the tellers on the last ballot for the election of 
the lay alternate delegate was announced, showing 20 votes cast, 
and that Knox Henderson had received 16, and was thereby elected, 
completing the election of alternate lay delegates to the General 
Conference. 

On motion the name of E- P. Newsome was referred to the com- 
mittee for the supernumerary relation. 

Resuming Question 17, the names of the preachers of the Timp- 
son and Tyler districts were called, and their characters were passed. 

The Bishop announced that in 1920 there were a little more than 
23,000 additions to our church in Texas on professions of faith, in- 
cluding that part of the New Mexico Conference which lies within 
our state, and that the figures showed this year we had received 
32,979, not including that part of the New Mexico Conference which 
overlaps our state. This showed the greatest ingathering of new 
born souls into our church in our territory in any one year of our 
history, and the conference arose to their feet and sang together 
with much spirit, “Praise God from Whom all blessings flow.” 
Questions 14 and 16 were called and answered. (See condensed 
minutes.) 

Question 34 was called, “Who is elected conference lay leader 
and what is the report of the Board on Lay Activities?” There 
was a report of said board presented and read, which was adopted. 
On the nomination of said board, J. H. Bohmfalk, of Houston, Texas, 
was elected Conference Lay Leader. 

Question 35 was called, “Where shall the next session of the 
Conference be held?” W. T. Renfro nominated Marshall and the 
Conference voted unanimously to hold its next session there- 

H. T. Perritte read report No. 1 of the Board of Church Exten- 
sion. C. T. Tally moved to adopt the first item, and to refer the 
second part to the Commission of Finance, and it was adopted. 

J. W. Goodwin read the report of the Board of Finance, and it 
was adopted. G. B. Sanford, Treasurer of said board, read his report, 
and it was adopted. At request of the Bishop, E. W- Solomon took 
the chair and the Bishop retired from the room. 
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P. S. Wilson read the report on conference relations, which was 
adopted and thereby questions 18 and 19 were answered. (See Con- 
densed minutes.) 

J. C. Huddleston read the report of the Sunday Schoo Board and 
it was moved to adopt same. J. T. Smith moved to amend the report 
by striking out the recommendations concerning the publishing 
of the three new Sunday School periodicals to take the place of the 
Visitor, and to memorialize the General Conference to continue the 
publication of the Visitor, but the vote being put the amendment 
was lost. Vote was then taken on the adoption of the report, and it 
was adopted. In connection with the report of the Sunday School 
Board, I* F. Betts spoke to the Conference concerning some phases 
of his work as Sunday School Field Secretary. 

J. C. Marshall read the report of the Epworth League Board, 
and it was adopted. (See report.) 

John E. Green read the report of the Board on Temperance 
and Social Service. Pending it’s adoption, E. A. Maness addressed 
the conference. Weems- Wootten mooved to strike out that part of 
the report recommending that Presiding Elders shall not hold Quar- 
terly Conferences on Sunday, but his motion was lost. A vote was 
then taken and the report was adopted. 

L. B. Elrod read the report of the Commission on Finance and it 
was adopted- (See report.) 

J. M. Gordon read the report No. 2 of the Church Extension 
Board and it was adopted. (See report.) 

P. T. Ramsey read the report of the Board of Missions and it 
was adopted. D. H. Hotchkiss read report of his work as Secretary 
of Missions and it was ordered to .record. He was also granted per- 
mission to file his report as Treasurer of Board of Missions for 
record and publication. 

The report of the Bible Board was read and after some remarks 
by W. E. Hassler and W- W. Adams, it was adopted. 

The report of the Board on Christian Literature was read and 
pending it’s adoption, A. J. Weeks, Editor of the Texas Christian 
Advocate, addressed the Conference concerning his work, after which 
the report was adopted. 

A motion offered by W. F. Bryan prevailed, instructing the 
members from our Conference on the Joint Board of Publication of 
the Texas Advocate, to bring in a detailed report at the session of 
next year, concerning the new contract for the publication of the 
Texas Advocate. 

W. H. Vance read the report of the Committee on the proposed 
Western Assembly, and it was adopted. (See report.) 

The report of the Committee on Memorials to the General Con- 
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ference was offered, but after some discussion it was discovered 
that a number of the matters considered and presented by said com- 
mittee had not reached them in the regular way, and the report was, 
on motion, returned to the committee, it being ordered that the said 
items be now considered as having been presented to them in the 
regular and formal way. A. L. Conner read the report on District 
Conference Records, and it was adopted. The Bishop returned t« 
the Conference room and resumed the chair. 

I. F. Betts presented the report of the Committee on Memorials, 
that had been recommitted, with instructions, and it was adopted. 

G. W. Glass, Conference Treasurer, read his report and it was 
ordered to record. 

The Committee on Admissions announced that the application of 
Hal T. Cunningham for admission on trial ha^ been withdrawn. 

D. E. Sneller, Statistical Secretary, submitted his report, and 
thereby questions 20 to 33, inclusive, were answered- (See con- 
densed minutes.) 

J. W. Mills moved that when we adjourn it would be to meet at 
3 o’clock this afternoon and it was so ordered. 

After various announcements it was moved that we adjourn, 
and the motion prevailed. 

The doxology was sung and O. E. Vivian pronounced the bene- 
diction. 

FIFTH DAY— MONDAY, NOV. 22, 1921 
Final Session 

The conference met at 3 o’clock P. M., S. R. Hay in the chair 
by appointment of the Bishop. 

A portion of a hymn was sung and J- T. Smith led in prayer. 

The minutes of the morning session were read and approved 
as read. 

J. E. Green made some announcements concerning a book of Dr. 
H. C. Morrison now on the market. 

Mrs. H. J. King moved a reconsideration of the vote made at the 
morning session on that portion of the report of the Committee 
on Memorials to the General Conference, which had to do with the 
use of tobacco by ministers. A second was had and E. A. Maness 
spoke, after which the vote was taken, but the motion was lost. 

Miss Lilian Richards, of Beaumont, at this, and a later time, 
sang some gospel solos to the pleasure of the Conference. 

The Bishop arrived and took the chair- 

The Secretary of the Conference called attention to the need 
of some funds with which to meet certain expenses incurred in con- 
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nection with the Morehead trial, and other matters that had arisen, 
and a collection for the purpose was taken, amounting to $70.31. 

A resolution expressing appreciation for the administration and 
service of Bishop Ainsworth during the quadrennium just closing 
was read by S. S. McKenney and was adopted unanimously by a 
standing vote. 

A resolution of thanks to the pastors, churches, citizens, press 
and others of Beaumont for the generous hospitality and many 
courtesies extended the Conference during its session here was 
offered by H. T. Perritte and others, and was adopted unanimously 
by a standing vote. 

Mr. H. A. Ahrens, of the Church Bureau of Publicity, was in- 
troduced and made some brief presentation of the work of his de- 
partment. 

By request of the Conference Bishop Ainsworth made some ex- 
tended remarks concerning some of the conditions and needs of the 
times in church and state, and took occasion to express appreciation 
for the resolution of commendation for his service and administra- 
tion passed by the Conference. 

S. R. Hay was again called to the chair and the Bishop retired 
from the room- 

Several hymns were sung, after which, by special request, A. J. 
Weeks spoke to the Conference, giving account of some experiences 
had, and observations made, during his recent trip to Europe. 

The bishop returned and took the chair. 

Solos were sung by Joe J. Harris and Terry W. Wilson. 

The Bishop gave a brief account of development of our work 
recently begun in Europe, and on motion the Secretary of the Con- 
ference was instructed to convey to Rev. Joseph Dobes, formerly a 
member of this Conference, now doing a signal work among his peo- 
ple in Czechoslovakia, the fraternal regards of his former fellow 
workers here. 

At the desire of some of the ladies present, Mrs. W. N. Ains- 
worth, who was in the audience, was introduced and spoke a few 
words of appreciation and regard to the Conference. 

The Committee of Trial in the case of T. R. Morehead reported 
to the Conference the completion of its work and of its findings, 
whereby he was found guilty of immorality on the first specifica- 
tion, as charged, (the second specification not being sustained) and 
assessed as a penalty suspension from all functions of the ministry 
until the next annual Conference- After the same was announced 
the Bishop led in a tender and touching prayer for our brother and 
his family. 
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S. R. Hay was called to the chair, and the Bishop and cabinet 
left the room. 

A motion prevailed that the Conference adjourn sine die when 
the appointments for the incoming year shall have been read. 

After a brief time the Bishop and cabinet returned, the Bishop 
took the chair, and proceeded to close the session. 

Questions 6, 9 and 10 were called and answered as appears in 
the condensed minutes. 

The minutes of this session were read and approved. 

Question 36 was called, “Where are the preachers stationed 
this year?” The Bishop announced the appointments, after which 
the doxology was sung, the benediction was pronounced, and the 
Conference adjourned sine die.

BOARD OF FINANCE 

We had $1,233 less this year than we had last to give to our Con- 
ference Claimants, with one Claimant more to provide for, making it 
necessar to scale down the appropriations. 

We have had some most heart rending appeals for increase in 
appropriations to pay hospital fees, medicine bills, etc., to which we 
felt bound to give heed in meager extra allowances. 

We have appropriated the entire amount of money on hand, leav- 
ing no reserve for cases of emergency. We therefore urge the breth- 
ren in pastoral charges where the Claimants reside to look well after 
their interests and see that they do not suffer for the necessi- 
ties of life. 

We urge the pastors to make more accurate reports of the con- 
dition of the Claimants in the boundary of their charges, and that 
these reports be made in person or in writing at the first meeting of 
the board of the conference session so that we may be able to make 
an intelligent distribution of the fund. A blank will hereafter be sent 
to each pastor for that purpose. We have asked for the same amount 
as last year for the conference claimants and for the Superannuate 
Endowment Fund and urge adoption of same- We urge the adoption 
of the memorial to the General Conference providing for the com- 
paign for $10,000,000 Endowment Fund.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 

Your Board of Missions, because of its policy of building up a 
reserve, has been able to keep its missionaries on the field. Through 
various experiences the Lord has led us. 

After careful conference with the Presiding Elders, your Board 
for the fourth consecutive year is able to meet every demand. This 
action requires faith in God and the brethren of the Conference with 
hope that early collections will enable us to send the drafts to our 
missionaries every quarter. 

The developments at Texas Agricultural and Mechanical College 
have been gratifying- We most heartily adopt the recommendations 
of the A. & M. Methodist Commission with regard to raising Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars for real estate and temporary im- 
provements. We accept our pro rata of Three Thousand and Two 
Hundred ($3,200) Dollars to be raised under the direction of the 
Commission without assessment. 

We recommend that Bishop Ainsworth appoint King Vivian as 
pastor to the Methodist Students at Texas A. & M. College.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF MISSIONS 

The year of work in the interest of the Centenary has been an 
exceedingly busy one, and with less results than had been hoped for. 
Doubtless the stringent financial conditions account for the dispar- 
aging results. With all the basic industries of our section depressed, 
with wages and salaries lowered, and with many persons unemployed, 
it has not been possible to keep the collections up to the level. The 
Educational Movement, with its rightful claims on the leaders and 
people, so absorbed the attention and abilities of the church as to 
further reduce the contributions to the Centenary- However, I have 
found that in numbers of places where our pastors and treasurers 
have been carefully and tactfully keeping the Centenary before the 
people we have had gratifying returns.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 

The work done is reflected in part through the report of our 
Field Secretary, Rev. I. F. Betts. 

Three Standard Training Schools have been held, on each at 



— 
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Houston, Texarkana and Jacksonville. The total enrollment was 
640. Only those who attended six class periods were enrolled. 

Besides these 24 institutes have been held reaching 65 Sunday 
Schools, 49 pastors, 70 Superintendents, 329 teachers, 1189 mem- 
bers of the Sunday School who are in the church, and 639 members 
of the church who are not in the Sunday School. 

Other than this 15 unday Schools have been visited, 38 attended 
Western Training School at Dallas, and much literature was dis- 
tributed. 

We note with pleasure the adoption of graded literature at 
many places during the year, and that a large number of Wesley 
classes have been organized. We heartily commend the following 
periodicals: 

“The Church School,” “The Methodist Superintendent and his 
helpers,” and the three papers taking the place of the Visitor, “Our 
Young People,” “The Haversack,” and “The Torchbearer.” 

This board desires to emphasize the disciplinary requirements 
in paragraph 321 concerning Sunday School day. If the schools 
would observe this day and remit the offering to the treasury, Rev. 
R. E. Ledbetter, 1515 Washington avenue, Houston, Texas, it would 
greatly aid our work. A scholarship to the Western Training School 
will be given the Superintendent raising the most money per member 
on Sunday School day, and reporting the same within 15 days to the 
Conference Treasurer. 

We call attention that our Field Secretary has a stereoptican 
which has been used very effectively in those places where new 
buildings or repairs were contemplated. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. I. F. Betts, Field Sec- 
retary for the ensuing year.

from Dr. and Mrs. 0. L. Norsworthy, constituting one lot more than 
the entire half block fronting San Jacinto St., and that the present 
building is in good state of repair, well equipped and rendering splen- 
did service as a small institution, but has accommodation for only 
about 30 or 35 patients. 

The church has not taken over the internal management of the 
hosital, for the reason that the overhead expense of a small institu- 
tion like this would be greater than the income and arrangements 
were made for this year with Dr. Norsworthy that he continue to 
run it as he has in the past, as a private institution, without liability 
whatever against the church. 

The campaign for last year resulted in subscriptions to the 
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amount of about $135,000,000 ot wmcn amount more than $50,000.00 
has been paid. The balance can be collected in the near future, if 
vigorously looked after. At our Conference last year, it was de- 
cided by the Board of Trustees of the Hospital that to serve all of 
the interests of the church, it would not be well to push the Hospital 
Campaign during 1921, as this year was set apart for the Educa- 
tional Campaign. 

Now that the Hospital matter is before us for the future, we 
deem it wise to say that it would be well not to wait longer, but 
to push to a conclusion the raising of funds and the erection of the 
new building. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that we now set for a goal $300,000.00 
including the amount already raised and secured in cash subscrip- 
tions and that we advise carrying out a campaign early in tne 
new year in the City of Houston and in the entire Conference to 
prosecute to a conclusion the erection of the new building, so that 
at the earliest date we will be enabled to open for the accommoda- 
tion of the sick and infirm that may need hospital care.

Maylock, the publisher, of the Texas Christian Advocate, and after 
hearing their statement your committee submit the following con* 
cerning the Texas Christian Advocate: 

The circulation of the Advocate is not growing as its merits 
deserve, nor as the needs of our people require. The Advocate is ab- 
solutely essential to the successful carrying on of our church work 
in this state. We urge, therefore, that it is a duty of paramount 
importance for every pastor to do his utmost in extending its cir- 
culation. 

The publisher of the Advocate gives it as his confident hope 
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that the price of the Advocate will be materially reduced in the near 
future. 

The join Board of Publication deemed it essential that the 
editor have office assistance and a little extra money for traveling 
expenses. As the publisher is now voluntarily paying to the editor 
i salary that is sixty per cent beyond the minimum salary which 
the contract requires him to pay, the Joint Board has, therefore, 
asked the several conferences in Texas to make an assessment ag- 
gregating Four Thousand Dollars for this purpose. The pro rata 
share for the Texas Conference is $500.00. This amount has been 
approved by your Commission on Finance. 

The committee heartily endorses the action of the Joint Board in 
re-electing Dr. Weeks as the editor of the Advocate.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 

The work done by the American Bible Society ha been of great 
value to all parts of the world. The total distribution of scriptures 
through the society reached a grand total of more than 3,000,000 
volumes, while the Southwestern Agency distributed 81,193 volumes 
in twenty-seven different languages. The number of languages dis- 
tributed indicated a home missionary work of great value. As far 
as the funds of the society would allow, it has met every call, giving 
special attention through this Southwestern district, to the blind, 
the leper, the sick, (particularly to the soldiers and sailors in army 
hospitals), the prisoners and inmates in reform schools and rescue 
homes. Much work of the American Bible Society has been done 
within the bounds of our Texas Conference, especially by our Col- 
porter, G. A. Perkins, working in Houston, Beaumont, Texas City, 
Port Arthur, Galveston and Humble. Brothers W. W. Adams and 
W. M. Sproule have also been doing good work. Special attention 
has been given to foreign speaking people within the borders of the 
Texas Conference, such as the Mexican, Italians, Bohemians, and 
Germans. During the last month more than five hundred Bibles have 
been placed in Bibleless homes. The society is about $80,000.00 in 
debt but does not ask for a raise in the assessment, but is asking 
that some of our special Missionary money be turned through the 
channels of the American Bible Society. The Society is seeking 
one hundred big-hearted men or women who will contribute $100 
each to the American Bible Society.

ORPHANAGE 

W. F. Barnett, Manager, came before our committee and we are 
much pleased with the report he brings of our Home at Waco. 

There are now 259 children in the home with 19 more girls 
than boys. “There is no room in the Inn” for another homeless 
child. There have been turned away as many children as there are 
now in the home during the past year. 

The health of the children has been remarkably good, no deaths 
in our great family during the year. In fact, there have been only 
three deaths in the home within the last nine years. 

It is the purpose of the management to make a real Christian 
Home of this institution for every boy and girl entering there. The 
children receive vocational and culture training, the industrial fea- 
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ture being emphasized in farming, broom-making, canning, dairying, 
laundry work, sewing, etc. The home school includes the grades 
up to the high school work, and under present conditions our children 
attend the city high school. Tere are now forty-two going to the 
city high school. Several of the girls are now in college and working 
as many as four hours per day to help pay their way, other ex- 
penses being paid by friends of these girls. Piano, voice and band 
music are features of the school course. 

The home has the most modern dairy barn and equipment in 
the southwest. The dairy barn is a gift of Dr. J. W. Torbett, Mar- 
lin, Texas. Dr. Torbett is President of the General Board and a 
great and good friend of our home. 

Resolved: First: That we heartily endorse the plan of the Gen- 

eral Board of Managers in their desire to raise $160,000.00 in Texas 
during the month of December, 1921, $100,000.00 of said funds to 
be used to erect permanent improvements sufficient to enlarge me 
capacity of the home so that we will care for one hundred more 
children and provide for sufficient funds for maintenance of the 
home for the coming Conference year. 

Second: That December, in so far as it is possible, be devoted 

to the study of the home and its needs by our people during which 
time every member of our church will be instructed concerning the 
great work that is possible for us to do through this particular in- 
stitution. 

Third: That the third Sunday in December be denominated “Or- 

phan Home Day” and in so far as it is possible this interest be 
given full right of way in our churches at this time.

MEMORIALS TO GENERAL CONFERENCE 






To the Bishops and members of the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

We, the members of the Texas Annual Conference, would re- 
spectfully memorialize your honorable body ta amend paragraph 
437, article 12, of the Discipline 1918, by striking out in lines 9-10, 
the words, “meet the claims of” and inserting in their place the 
words, “provide a reasonable support for” and in line 12 strike out 

the word “apportion” and insert the word “report” in its place. And 
in line 14 after the words “Board of Finance” insert the words “To 
the Conference Commission on Finance, who shall apportion the 
same,” so that the entire paragraph shall read: Paragraph 437„ ar- 
ticle 12, each annual conference shall organize a Conference Board 
of Finance, composed of one layman from each district, an equal 
number of clerical members, which shall be auxiliary to the Board 
of Finance and shall have charge of all the interests and work of 
providing for the Conference Claimants. Said Conference Board of 
Finance shall estimate the amount that will probably be necessary 
to provide a reasonable support for the superannuate preachers, the 
widows and orphan children of the deceased members of the confer- 
ence, report the same, together with the assessment of the Board of 
Finance, to the Conference Commission on Finance, who shall ap- 
portion the same to the several Presiding Elders’ Districts for the 
ensuing year as are other funds assessed upon the Annual Confer- 
ence, the receipts from the total assessment to be divided between 
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the Board of Finance and the Conference, according to the ratio 
of the assessment of each of these boards.

Whereas, The General Board of Finance organized under 
the direction of the General Conference, incorporated under the sta- 
tutes of Missouri, and located in the City of St. Louis, has become 
strongly and firmly established, and thoroughly equipped and com- 
petent to handle large funds, and 

Whereas, The General Conference of 1918, and the consensus of 
opinion of practically all other church leaders, have, by strongest 
implication at least, held out the hope that the ensuing quadrennium 
would be given to a special effort to provide adequate support for 
the Conference Claimants; 

Therefore, Be It Resolvtd, That the Texas Annual Conference 
hereby memorializes the General Conference of th Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, to be held in May, 1922, to give to the General 
Board of Finance the right of way during the ensuing quadrennium, 
May, 1922-1926, to carry on a special effort in all the annual con- 
ferences to raise a minimum of ten million dollars for superannuate 
endowments, the amount raised by the effort to be received and ad- 
ministered by the Gentral Board of Finance, and credited on its 
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books to the 'general super- endowment funds, according to the ratio 
of division to be determined. 

Committee recommends concurrence. (Adopted.) 

IV. Whereas, Paragraph 166 of the book of Discipline partakes 
of the nature of class legislation in that it prohibits one class cf 
ministers from using tobacco and does not prohibit another class, and 

Whereas, The paragraph as a law is failing to do the thing in- 
tended, that is, to raise up a class of preachers who do not use to- 
bacco, for often times candidates for admission on trial will abstain 
from tobacco for a few months and then take it up again, and 

Whereas, It never will serve the purpose of preventing the use 
of tobacco by our ministers, because class legislation cannot bind 
the conscience of a man, 

Be It Resolved, By the Texas Annual Conference, That we re- 
spectfully memorialize the General Conference to so change para- 
graph 166 until it shall read: “The committee on admissions shall 
urge all applicants for admission on trial to abstain from the use 
of tobacco.”

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IN MEMORIAM 



Bishop Walter R. Lambuth 

Walter Russell Lambuth was born on November 10th, 1854, In 
Shanghai, China. His father, Rev. James William Lambuth, and his 
mother, Mary Isabella McClellan Lambuth, were pioneer missionaries 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in China. 

He was converted at sea in his stateroom at the age of fourteen 
while on his way to the United States, and joined the church at Le- 
banon, Tenn., soon after reaching this country. He was educated 
at Cumberland University, Emory and Henry College, the University 
of Nashville, graduating frcm Emory and Henry in 1875. He also 
took a medical course in Vanderbilt at the head of a class of sixty 
students. Later he was graduated from Bellevieu Hospital Medical 
College, New York City, and later studied in Edinburgh and London. 

In 1877 he was married to Miss Daisy L. Kelly, a daughter of Dr. 
D. C. Kelly, and a month from their wedding day they sailed from 
San Francisco under appointment as missionaries to China. In 1880 
he was appointed Suptrintendent of the China mission. In 1882 he 
opened the Soochow Hospital. In 1887 he was appointed Superin- 
tendent of the Japan Mission. In 1888 he established the Girls School 
in Hiroshima. In 1889 he established the Kwansei Gakuin in Kobe. 
In 1892 he was elected Secretary of the Board of Missions, which 
position he held until elected to the Episcopacy in 1910. At the close 
of the Spanish-American War he made a tour of the Islands of Cuba. 
He was o delegate to the Ecumenical Conference in 1891 and again 
in 1901. He was a Commissioner to assist in the union of the Meth- 
odist Churches of Japan in 1907. 

He helped translate the New Testament into Chinese; for a time 
edited a paper in Chinese; helped to prepare a Japanese Discipline 
for the Methodist Church in Japan; edited the English edition of the 
Japanese Discipline; edited the Review of Missions for a number 
of years, and did a vast amount of other literary work. 

May God comfort the sorrowing family, and bless the great 
Church our ascended leader loved so well. 



Oscar T. Hotchkiss 



Early in the morning of Sunday, August 28th, 1921, the soul of 
our brother, Oscar T. Hotchkiss, received a joyous welcome into the 
land of the eternal morning. 

Rev. Oscar T. Hotchkiss, son of William S. and Mary E. Hotch- 
kiss, was born in Austin , Texas, Feb. 5th, 1857, making him, at the 
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time of his death, 64 years, 6 months, 23 days old. He was converted 
under the ministry of Rev. M. Lockett, in July, 1867, and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in August of the same year. In 
December, 1875, he was licensed to preach under the administration 
of Rev. Josiah W. Whipple, Presiding Elder, and was admitted on 
trial into the Texas Conference at Brenham, Texas, Dec., 1875, at 
the age of 18, Bishop George F. Pierce, presiding. He was ordained 
Deacon at Galveston, Texas, December, 1877, by Bishop W. W. 
Wightman and Elder at Austin, Texas, by Bishop H. N. McTyeire. 

This is the record of his ministry as it appears in the Texas 
Advocate, issue of Sept. 1st, 1921, and is accurate. 1876 — Hunts- 

ville Circuit. His health failed and he gave up the charge in two 
months after his appointment. 1877 — Live Oak Circuit. 1878-79 — 
Richmond Station. 1880 — Plantersville and Courtney. Here he had 
more than 100 conversions and additions. 1881 — Plantersville and 
Montgomery. 1882 — Columbia and Brazoria, where he built a par- 
sonage. 1883 — Austin Circuit. 1884-5 — Richmond Station, where he 
built a parsonage. 1886 — McKee Street, Houston, Texas. 1887-9 — 
Caldwell Circuit. Another parsonage built. 1890 — Bremond and 

Reagan and here he had more than 250 conversions and 200 addi- 
tions with 7 men answering the call to preach. 1891-4 — Calvert Sta- 
tion and the church was rebuilt at a cost of $3,000 00. 1895 96 — 

Tabernacle Church, Houston, Texas. 1897-1900 — Houston District. 
In two of the years, 1898-9, of this quadrennium the district paid 
all assessments in full. This was the first district in the entire state 
to make such a report. 1905-6 — Beaumont District. 1907-8 — Mar- 
lin Station. More than 200 converted and parsonage debt paid; 
church moved to a more eligible location. 1909-10 — Pittsburg Sta- 
tion. Paid $5,000 debt on church. Here the church assumed the 
support of a missionary in the foreign field, the first in the history 
of the Texas Conference. 1911 — Lufkin Station. 1912-15 — Pittsburg 
District. 1916 — Nacogdoches Station. 1917-20 — Bay City Station. 
It was here that paralysis began to make the temple of a noble soul 
uncertain. 1920 — Superannuation, and then his coronation. He died 
at Reagan, Texas, at the home of his son, D. S. Hotchkiss, pastor at 
Reagan, on the date given above. 

Brother Hotchkiss was twice married. First to Miss Olivia M. 
Russell, of Austin, Texas, Feb. 5th, 1880. One daughter, Mrs. W. F. 
Ferguson, Gonzales, Texas, was born to them. On Oct. 6th, 1896, 
he married Miss Carrie Gillmore, of Columbus, Texas. Three daugh- 
ters and two sons were born of this union, two of whom have pre- 
ceded him to the better land, leaving Mrs. L. H. Lockett, of Com- 
merce, Texas; Rev. D. S. Hotchkiss, Reagan, Texas, and O. T. Hotch- 
kiss, Jr., to follow on. In his record he leaves these tender words: 
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“I owe more to my father and mother and the two good women who 
shared with me the lights and shades of the Itinerancy than 



can be told by human tongue.” 

Besides the above members of his family, he is survived by two 
brothers, both preachers, Rev. M. S. Hotchkiss, of the Central Texas 
Conference, and Rev. D. H. Hotchkiss, of the Texas Conference, 

Brother Hotchkiss was a good preacher. His sermons were 
“beaten oil.” He was always prepared to preach when he entered 
his pulpit. He had a fine style, an accurate use of language, and 
was an attractive preacher. He preached on great themes, such 
as these: “The Redeeming Grace of God;” “Salvation Through Jesus 
Christ;” “The Resurrection” and “Immortality. ,, In his younger days 
Brother Hotchkiss was a great revival preacher. 

Brother Hotchkiss was a great executive leader. Abundant 



evidence of his ability in this sphere of activity is shown in the work 
on the Houston District and in saving a very delicate situation at 
Texarkana. His conference recognised his ability as a leader. It 
honored him with its high places. It elected him to the General 
Conference in 1910 and for many years he was the Secretary of the 
Conference. He was elected secretary in 1907 and served until his 
superannuation. In this position he was the peer of the church. 
Often it was said of him that he was the best secretary in the con- 




nection. 

Broter Hotchkiss was a good preacher. A good man. A pure, 
noble, Christian gentleman. In his home he was a faithful husband, 
a true father, and in home circles always a delight. He loved the 
church and her preachers. 

He had a unique career. He was born at Austin, was con- 
verted and joined the church at Austin. Here he was licensed to 
preach, married, ordained an Elder and was laid to rest. He built 
three parsonages and paid for the fourth. He built several chuiches 
and had literally thousands converted under his ministry. He was 
the first Presiding Elder in Texas to pay all the assessments of a 
district and the first pastor to have a church to support a mission- 
ary in this Conference. CHAS. T. TALLY. 

A. S. Whitehurst 

He was converted when a boy — and he had no doubt of his con- 
version — he was licensed to preach June 8, 1878. In the fall of that 
year he was admitted on trial in the North Alabama Conference. 
Having entered the itinerancy for life I feel sure he gave no heed 
to any suggestion to turn aside. During our long, intimate acquain- 
tance he never once referred to any secular work that might even 
be considered. Years ago he wrote “I expect to die a Methodist 
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preacher” and he did. He was a man of wide reading. He had a 
good library — books of the best authors. He knew good books and 
did not hesitate to pass judgment on them. Marginal notes and 
comments on blank leaves were freely made. Occasionally he wrote 
for the church paper. The articles were always worthy of a reading. 
He expressed himself well and with a smoothness that belongs to 
those that write frequently. He was a good conversationalist. His 
appointment to Jasper had proven to be a very happy one. To the 
pastor and family, as well as the church. The work had gone for- 
ward in a very satisfactory way. The Advocate, one week before 
announcing his death, contained Brother Whitehurst’s account of 
a most successful meeting in which he had the service of Rev. S. S. 
McKenney, of Galveston. At nine o’clock Friday morning, Oct. 
15 , he quietly “fell on sleep.” He fought a good fight and kept 

the faith. He became a member of this conference in 1894, having 
come to it as a transfer from the North Alabama Conference. 

The body was laid to rest in the cemetery at Sherman beside the 
grave of their daughter, Mrs. Jessie Bell Dunn. The bereaved wife, 
born in a parsonage and remaining in one until after her husband's 
death, is now with her daughter, Miss Annie Laurie, who is a mem- 
ber of the faculty of Kidd-Key College. CHAS. F. SMITH. 

Rev. Isaac J. Coppage 

Born Dec. 22, 1862, in Harrison County, Texas, was licensed to 
preach Sept. 23, 1883, by the Jefferson District Conference, Richard 
Lane, Presiding Elder. He was ordained a Deacon at the North 
Texas Conference, November the 24th, 1889 by Bishop Joseph I. 
Key and an Elder on the 3rd day of December, 1893. We have no 
date of his admission on trial. He served the following charges as 
pastor. In the North Texas Conference: Crandal, two years, College 
Mound, (near Terrell), two years, Wheatland, Dallas county, four 
years Argyle, Denton county, one year. Located for three years, 
readmitted and served in this Conference: Arlington, one year, Col- 
fax, one year, Teneha, one year, Kelty’s, two years. In the year 1904 
he was admitted into the Gulf Mission Annual Conference, M. E. 
Church, at Hughes Springs, Bishop Mallalieu presiding, and his or- 
ders recognized. But in 1906 he was admitted and his orders recogniz- 
ed by the Texas Annual Conference, M. E. Church, South, and contin- 
ued a member of this conference until called by death to the Heavenly 
Home, Nov. 8th, 1921. 

Robert Anthony Burroughs 

Robert Anthony Burrough was the son of W. W. and Paulina 
Burroughs and was born at Louisville, Mississippi, July 16th, 1856. 
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At ten years of age he was converted and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. Later with his parents he joined the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian church. At sixteen years of age he was licensed 
to preach in this church and was educated for the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian ministry. In the study of theology he discovered that ne 
was a Methodist and rejoined the Church of his early choice. 

He was happily married to Miss Annie Ford, who was his faith- 
ful wife until the day of his death. From this union four children 
were born. One, Luella, died at the age of seven and the others, 
Mrs. Gertrude Burbanks, Waco, Texas; Eugene H. Burroughs, St. 
Louis, Mo., and Mrs. J. W. Hillen, Marlin, Texas, survive him. 

He was admitted on trial into the traveling connection in the 
Mississippi Conference, at Sardis, Miss., Bishop Doggett presiding, 
in the fall of 1876. Ordained Deacon and Elder by Bishop Paine. 
He served the following charges in the Mississippi Conference: 
Shaqualak Ct., 1877, Lobucha Ct. 1878; Newport Ct. 1879; French 
Camp Ct. 1882-3; Lodi Ct. 1884; Winona Ct. 1885; Carrollton Ct. 
1886-7; Blackhawk Ct. 1888; Okolona Station 1889-90; appointed by 
Bishop Hendrix, Presiding Elder, Durant District 1891; Granada Dis- 
trict 1892-3-4; Columbus District 1895-6-7-8; Greenwood Station 
1899-0-1. He was then transferred to the Texas Confeience an! 
served the following charges: Kosse Ct. 1902; Calvert District, 
1903-4-5-6* Pittsburg District 1907-8-9; Jacksonville Station 1910, 
and was reappointed to Jacksonville Station and served three months 
and on the death of J. B. Sears was made Presiding Elder of Pitts- 
burg District for the remainder of 1911; Brenham District 19 
manager Methodist Orphans’ Home, Waco, Texas, fall of 1912 to fall 
of 1918, at which time he was superannuated. He held this relation 

until his death. 

Brother Burroughs was a good preacher. Many souls were saved 
and many more built up in a most holy faith by his ministry. 

He loved his home circle. His loving, tender care and careful 
provision spoke eloquently of his love for that inner circle. His 
greatest joy was to have his own gathered around him at home. It 
was this spirit that made him so valuable a man as manager of t 2 
Methodist Orphans’ Home. He ever sought to make it a home for 
the little unfortunates. This he succeeded in doing. 

He died as he lived, calm, serene, trusting Christ and with joy 
answering the roll call of the sky. Dr. J. W. Bergin, assisted by 
Dr. I. F. Betts and the writer, held the last rites and we laid im 
away to await the general resurrection at the last day.

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)William Wallace Graham 

William Wallace Graham was born December 9, 1839, in Monroe- 
ville, Alabama. He was the son of Nathaniel Smyley Graham and 
Margaret McKinzie Graham. He was converted under the ministry 
of Rev. Lawrence M. Hilson in 1854 and at that time united with 
the M. E. Church, South. In 1861 he was licensed to preach, with 
Rev. R. K. Hargrove, preacher in charge and Rev. William Murrah, 
Presiding Elder. He joined the Confederate army March 10, 1862, 
and became a member of Company I, Twenty-eighth Alabama Regi- 
ment, Army of Tennessee. Was with General Bragg through Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky. At the battle of Murfreeshote he was made 
color Sergeant, being the third man to take the colors. The first 
was his boyhood friend, the second his own brother. He was then 
made chaplain of his regiment and served in the capacity until the 
close of the war. He was married in 1864 to Miss Julia Watson, 
who preceded him to the Home Land more than twenty years ago. 
Two children were born to them, Marvin Graham, of El Paso, Texas, 
and Mrs. C. E. Hocker, of Clarksville, Texas. At the close of the 
war he joined the Montgomery Annual Conference and began his 
life work. He served his church as pastor for sixteen years in nis 
native state. He then transferred to the Little Rock Conference, 
where he remained three years, then to the Texas Conference five 
years, then to the North Texas Conference for eight years and lastly 
to East Texas (Now Texas), where he remained until God transferred 
him to the Church Triumphant. He was ordained Deacon at Bethol 
Church, Butler County, Alabama, by Bishop McTyeire, July, 1866, 
an Elder at Jacksonville, Alabama, by Bisop Wightman, December 9, 
1866. He served the following charges: in Alabama, Evergreen, 
Sepulgamt. Mount Pleasant, Escambia, Mt. Ida, Rutledge, Crawford, 
Camden, Vervena, Choctaw Corner. In Arkansas: Princeton and 
Magnolia. In Texas: Rockdale and Chappel Hill, Bastrop, Jewett, 
Wills Point, Pilot Point, Bellevue, Valley View, McKenzie, Rosalie, 
Arleston, Harrison, Lindale, Malakoff, Leesburg, Arleston (second 
pastorate), Burke, Keyltys, Gary, Harleton, Alto. During his pas- 
torate on the Sepulga Circuit, the first district conference ever held 
in Southern Methodism was held within the bounds of his charge, 
July, 1866, Bisop McTyeire presiding. After giving forty-five years 
of uninterrupted service to the church, during which time he received 
approximately two thousand and fifty members and baptized one 
thousand infants, he took the superannuate relation and came to 
spend the evening of his life in the home of his daughter, Mrs. Clar- 
ence Hocker. Though his body had become enfeebled by age and 
sickness, his mind was as clear as a bell up to the last. In the early 
morning of September 23, 1921, he passed quietly away. The funeral 
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services were conducted by the writer, assisted by Rev. S. A. Barnes 
and Rev. J. H. Groseclose, after which we tenderly laid him to re3t 
in the Clarksville Cemetery. G. A. LEHNHOFF. 



Emily Z. Godbey * 

Emily Z. Godbey, wife of Rev. V. A. Godbey, D. D., was a daugn- 

ter of Paul Collins Abney and his wife. She was born August 3, 
1866, in Angelina County, Texas, where she was reared and was edu- 
cated in the public schools. She was married to Prof. Thomas Jef- 
ferson Moseley in December, 1885. Two children were born during 
this union — a daughter and a son. The daughter died in infancy and 

her son, Thomas Jefferson Moseley, of Washington, D. C., survives 
her. After three years of happy married life with Prof. Moseley, 
she was left a widow and in 1891 she was married to Rev. V. A. 
Godbey, then a member of the East Texas Annual Conference of the 
M. E. Church, South. Death called her away on February 23, 1921, 
at 7 a. m. From her childhood she has been an earnest and guileless 
Christian. The spirit of self-sacrifice and service was constantly 
manifest in her life. Her marriage to a Methodist preacher opened 
to her a field of larger usefulness. She gave her time largely to '.he 
organization and development of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society. She became a conference officer of this organization. Sho 
began to study the new forward movement the church was promoting 
in Sunday School work. From that time onward she made the devel- 
opment of the Sunday School her principal task. She devoured the 
books which were being published on the subject until she had read 
every important publication of this class. She was elected by the 
Texas Sunday School Association as State Superintendent of Ele- 
mentary grades. She took a year’s training in a kindergarten school 
and a partial course in biology in the State University, successfully 
completed a correspondence course of the University of Chicago and 
also a correspondence course in teacher-training under the superin- 
tendent of this department in the Methodist Episcopal Church. Al- 
though no children were born in the parsonage home, and only her 
husband and his stepson survive her, the parsonage was seldom with- 
out children. At the time of her death a 15-ear-old girl, who has 
been in the heme as a daughter for about three years, wept bitterly. 

The above is a brief history of the lief of one who proved what 
may be accomplished by an individual who hears a call and gets a 
vision and responds to both. She will be greatly missed, but she 
set in motion influences which will abide in the lives of all with 
whom she came in contact.

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STANDING RULES OF THE TEXAS CONFERENCE 

1. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a committee to nomi- 
nate the Boards and Standing Committees of this Conference from 
time to time. 

2. The Committee on Memoirs shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed, and shall 
hold four years. 

3. The Committee on Admissions shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed, and shall 
hold four years. 

4. The editor and publisher of the Conference Journal shall be 
elected by the Conference at the same time the other boards and com- 
mittees are appointed and shall hold four years. 

5. All reports of committees and boards, and resolutions present- 
ed to the Conference shall be made in duplicate, one for the Secretary 
and one for the editor of the minutes; and the memoirs of deceased 
preachers shall be in triplicate, so that there may be one for the 
editor of the General Minutes also. 

6. The Presiding Elder of each district shall be required to fur- 
nish the secretary, as early in the year as he can, an official copy of 
the assessments made for the conference collection by the district 
stewards against each charge in his district, including the assess- 
ment for the presiding elder and preacher in charge, and such assess- 
ments shall be copied by the secretary in the statistical tables of the 
Conference and shall be official. 

That when, owing to the division of a charge, or for any other 
cause, any changes are made in the assessments of a charge as first 
made, the presiding elder shall report the change at once to the 
secretary, so that he may make the correction in the tables. 

7. The secretaries and treasurers of the boards and committees 
shall combine their reports into one, so that there shall only be one 
report for each board or committee, and that the Joint Board of Fi- 
nance apportion all the assessments. 

8. The Treasurer of this Conference shall close its books for re- 
ceipt of money for the Conference year at 12 o’clock noon sharp on 
the third day of the Conference session. All moneys coming to him 
after this time shall be disposed of as if of the following year. 

9. Pastors reporting moneys to the Conference treasurer later 
than noon sharp on the third day of the Conference session shall not 
enter such amounts so reported in their statistical repoits of the cur- 
rent year, but they shall be reserved for the ensuing Conference year. 

10. Presiding Elders shall be ineligible to membership in any of 
the Conference standing committees and boards, including Examina- 
tion Committees. The appointment of any member of any board as 
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F. E. shall automatically create a vacancy. Effective Conference of 
1915. 

11. A committee of five members shall be elected at the begin- 
ning of each quadrennium to serve during said time, who shall com- 
pute the scale of the distribution of assessments to the various dis- 
tricts. 

12. The Bishop to preside and the Presiding Elders shall appoint 
some one to preach upon some phase of Christian doctrine on the 
evening preceding the first session of the Conference.
